The smart appearance of a gar 
ment is often marred by an unsight­ 
ly. uneven, poorly-made hem Sag­ 
ging or bulky hemlines can be im­ 
proved if home dressmakers w ill 
follow a few simple suggestions for 
putting in hems. 
Hems should be even. flat, and 


smooth, with the hemming stitches 
barely noticeable from thy right 
side of the garment.
